DEBATE ON PROVINCIAL AULONOMY 
IN THE TERRITORIAL HOUSE 


The following is the report of the 
Regina Leader, the Hansard of the 
Territorial assembly, on the debate on 
the annexation of portions of the Ter- 
z tories to Manitoba ;

©. McDiarmid Resolved

terms should he accepted for the erec- 
tion of the Territories, into a province, 
or provinces entailing the annexation 
of any portion thereof to the Province 


of Manitoba. 

Premier Haultain said the hon. Jead- 
er of the Opposition had brought this 
very important matter forward with- 
out saying anything. However, he 
(Mr. Haultain) had an amendment 
which he would submit to the house 
before resuming his seat. The resolu- 
tion was not very satisfactorily word- 
ed. When it said that no terms should 
be accepted for the erection of the 'Ter- 
ritories into a province, &c., it became 
in a sense an impossible resolution. In 
the first place any terms that might, be 
attached to the ¢rectioa of the Terri- 
tories in a province or provinces would 
hava nothing to do witb, the question 


of the sass gee of Manitoba. The east and western province on this 
terms would be  ackeenePinpmce a ae These ideas should not ienik 
those other terms that would natura ¥ | with any, strong degree of favor. No

Lhe motion 
seemed to him ‘o be what in theo!logic- 
al language would be called a “work 
of superorogation.” Even since 1896, 
when the question was first mooted in 
the Assembly, the house bad expressed 
iiself against taking away any portion 
of the Territories. In 1897 the hon. 
mover of the resolution made it part.of 
his platform as well as the advocacy) of 
In 1898 the ques- 
(ion was referred to specifically in the

Now that the deal has stood the fire 
of all the criticism that some of the 
most able lawyers and clever and de- 
termined parliamentarians could 
bring to bear, a better idea can be had 
of its merits and. deiects. There 
three po'nts against it, The liability 
asSumed by Manitoba is disproportion- 
ate to the revenues of the province; and 
this will naturally affect the credit 
of the province. Baing a new method 
of dea'ing with the railway question, 
it{ is as yet untried, and therefore in 
aciual practice may not work out! ac- 
_ cording to caiculation. There js a pos- 
sibility of working at cross purposes 
between the Dominion, the province 
and the railway company regarding 
rates inside and outside the province. 
To the first point the answer is thait if 
the ¢rops in Menitoba are good for 
the mext few years the prospect of 
the province having to meet any part 
of the liability incurred is tco remote 
to affect ‘ts credit, while the reduction 
in rates and relief from railway mono- 
poly consequent on the deal will create 
confidence to an extent never felt be- 
fore. To the second point the answer 
iq that while the province or the com- 
pany might break the spirit of the 
bargain to +he detriment of the other 
party to the tontract while adhering 
to its letter, both parties have ~ too 
deep an interest in the successful 
working out of the scheme to dare to 
act otherwise than in good faith.

ward. Jf absolute government  con- 
trol, of rates is a good thing for Mani- 
toba and can be secured on equitable

The points in favor of the deal are 
that it limits the capitalizaticn of the 
yoad to an amount proportioned to the 
cost of construction and not ta the 
earning power, That capitalization is 
lower, than on any, other road in Can- 
ada, and not half of that carried by 
the parajlei lines of the C. P,, RL By 
becoming responsible for this capitali-

REE CINE 
TRANSVAAL TRAIN WRECKERS. 
Most pf the; wrecking done the past 


month has taken place in the eastern 
part of (he Transvaal, where there are 


some 15 separate Boer commandos 


roaming about, two ait Jeast of which 


have proclaimed tra‘n-wrecking to be 


their main raison d’etre. The line is 


carefully patrolled by gangers on trol- 
lies; but the Boer has become an ex- 
pert in laying mines, 
ganger may notice a dish-plate 


and, though the 
re- 
moved or a rai! turned upside down, 
his trolley is not sufficiently heavy to 


explode the latest type of mine adopted 
by the Boers. 


The device now general- 
ly employed for wrecking a train com- 
prises a Martini rifla.. with the bars 
rel and greater part of the stock cut 
ofi; the trigger guard is removed, and 
the whole is then placed under a rail, 
where the sleepers are wide apart, in 
such a way that tbe trigger touches 
the bottom of the rail; a cartridge, 
with nitro-gfycerine substituted for 
the ordinary charge, is inserted; ,in 
front of this is laid a half-pound cy- 
linder, of nitro-glycerine with three de- 
tonators; scattered around are other 
cylinders of nitro-glycerine, as many 
as 16 having been found in one in- 
stance; finally, the stones between the 
rails are put back again and made 
to resemble as much as possible the 
surrounding ground. The deflection of 
the rail caused by the passing train 
presses the trigger and explodes the 
mine. 

Train-wrecking has now practically 
éeased. the 
country of a peculiarly ingenious and 
effective type of blockhouse, designed 
and made by the 23rd Company of Roy- 
al Engineers, under Major Rice, 
Middleburg, is mainly responsible for 
this,, The walls of tbe blockhouses 
are composed vf two sheets of corru- 
gated iron, six inches apart, the space 
between being filled with sfones They 
are absolutely bullet-proof, the bullet 
being broken up after piercing the 
outer sheet. All the material requir- 
ed for their construction is obtainable 
in the county, and a few days suffice 
td build one and; to set it up. The 
blockhouses, which are rectangular, 
octagonal, or circular in shape, are 
built to hold from one to sixteen men. 
A special type of loophole has been de- 
vised, giving a range of 90 degrees.

The entrance is protected by a wall 
while a cobweb entanglement of 
barbed wire rurs all round. These 


blockhouses are in every way superior 
to sangars and trenches for operations 
againse an enemy unprovided with 
much artillery, as is now the case with

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PAY OF ENUMERATORS. 

A circular le*ter has been sent out 

from the minister of agriculture to 

the census commissioners with respect 

ta the pay of enumerators. It is in 
part as follows: 

“I must now direct/ you as commis- 
fioner to proceed to make up the ac- 
counts of your enumerators on the 
schedule of rates supplhed. If in any 
case you find that the full allowance 
of $3 per day of eight hours has not 
been earned, and if you consider that 
the enumerators have exercised due 
diligenca in their work, I am Willing 
the’ you should make a report of the 
circumstances which lead you to be- 
ligvg what they ought to have special 
concideration or special allowance. If, 
with a statement of the facts and ¢ir- 
cumstances, you make a recommenda. 
tion for special consideration, and if 
a fair case seems to be made out on 
which a special allowance can be 
based, I am prepared iv say that the 
depar' ment. will recognize it and make 
such special allowance. 

“I am hepefa! that in this Way, Cases 
of hardship can be fairly dealt with 
and I am glad to feel that! I am justi- 
fied in taking Lhis course. 

“It is quite contrary to the law and 
quite impossi“e for us to adopt their 
sugg2s ion of a fiat rate of $3) per day 
to a | enumerators, without regard to 
the work done. Every c aim must be 
sustained by its own merits, and if 


reasonabe and equitable jt will be 
passed and paid without delay.”

BOARD OF TRADE MEET. 
The quarterly general meeting of the 
boar dof trade was held in the fire 


hall this morning, President J. H. 
Gariepy in the chair. 

A commuvpication was read from the 
secretary of the Lacombe Business 
Men’s Assocation re the matter of 
telephone counection with the towna 
along the OC. & E. The secretary was 
instructed *o write the association ex- 
pressing the approval of the hoard of 
the suggestion. : 

Letters fram the N. W. T. govern- 
ment were read re the communic:- 
tions of the beard on the matters of 
draining the road from St. Albert to 


Morinville and the road from thei north 
end of Beaver lake to Cooking lake, 
giviag assurance of ths consideration 
of the matters in the preparation of 
the estimates, 

The secretary of the Straihcona 
board of trade saying a canvass had 
been made of the Strathcona board 
and that twelve or thirteen members 
would probably aitend the proposed 
excurs‘on ‘o the coast. The secfétary 
was instructed to write the C. P. R. 
that at least forty would join the ex- 
cursion. 

W. H. Moore representing Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann wrote from Toron- 
to, assuring ‘he board in reply to a 
letter from them that the e- 
lay in beginning the construction of 
the rai'way had been due to the delay 
in securing from the department cf 
public works privileges to cross the 
bridge. Mr. Oliver and himself had 
done all in <heiv power to secuye the 
privilege but the rush of business dur- 
ing the session had delayed the mat- 
ter. He was hopeful of receiving the 
terms at once and that the, work would 
proceed at once. 7 ; 

Considerable discussion took place as 
ta the advisability of asking the pro- 
moters to extend the railway to the 
top of the hil’ at once as several par- 
ties were desirous of erecting build- 
ings as soon ds it was known for cer- 
‘aim where fhe station would be locat- 
ed. No action was taken in the mat- 
ter. 

The question of mining regulations 
came up for discussion. The regula- 
tions now in force are the same as 
those in force in the Yukon, but the 
different conditions make these very 
unsuitable. The matter was left in 
the hands of the mining committee of 
the) board. 

The question of provincial autonomy 
was discussed at length, and a commit- 
tee composed of Messrs. Tims, MacKen- 
zie, Short, Kirkpatrick and Richard- 
son appointed to draft a resolution to 
be forwarded to the lieutenant-gover4 
ner-in-council recommending the 
division of the Territories into two 
provinces, by the extension westward to 
the mountains of the northern bound- 
ary of Assiniboia, forming Assiniboia 
and that portion of Alberta lying 
south of the projected line into one 
provivee, and Saskatchewan and the 
northern part of Alberta into an- 
other. It was also proposed to advo- 
cate the extension northward to Atha- 
basca ef the westerly bourdary of

Mr, Schultz, a rancher near Calgary, 
has a theogy that by means of a small 
amount of cultivation, the grass on our 
prairies can be made to grow about 
two weeks earlier than by the natural 
process.

tcultivator. ‘Mr. Schultz’s device has 
been taken up by the McCormick 
people in the, States and it is probable 
that in the near future a Suitable cul- 
tivator for stimulating the prairie 
grass in the spring, will be out on the 
market.—Calgary Albertan.
